stream of fire, em erald g reen in color, 
to pass throug h the tluid. 
To ch an g e blue liquid to red pour a 
little of the infusion of litmus into a 
w in eg lass and add to it a sing le drop 
of nitric or sulphuric acid, and it will 
be chang ed at once to red. 
To ch an g e red or blue to g reen take a 
little of the liquid 
m entioned abov e 
and add a few drops of the solution of 
soda. 
I ’pon stirring it it will becom e 
g reen.- N e w York Tribune.

shiny m orning ,” and it w as in the y ard 
of the stat< house that J ohn Nixon read 
the new ami orig inal Declaration.

k in g ’s coat of arm s w as torn down. 
The proclamation w as road ag ain be­ 
fore each of the fiv e battalions on the 
com m on of the old tjuaker City , and 
in the ev enin g bonfires were lig hted, 
bells were rung and cannon were dis­ 
charg ed. 
In N.-w York the n e x t flay , J uly 0, 
W ash ing to n himself took part in the 
celebration of the first Fourth.

scape, l bog an to releg ate it to tho do­ 
main of plastered houses. 
I have been hung ry ever since I came 
over here. 
I eat from th ree to five 
times a day . too.

my foreig n trip consists in running 
around after something to eat.

And Here is the Reco rd of the Mo nth 
for 29 Y ars —Not so Very 
Hot. 


W hen we think of July we are apt to 
size it up as a v ery hot mo nth, with a 
mean te m p e r a tu re up in the H)’s, 
but 
its not so bad as that. 
T h e av e rage 
mean tem p eratu re for the mo nth in the 
last 29 years has been only 75 degrees* 
and the v ery wo rst th a t the mo uth has 
done in mean tem p eratu re was 78 de­ 
grees in the July 13 years ago. 
In ’9 1 
we had the Coolest J uly, with a mean 
of only 69 . 
W h e n it conies to therm o m eter r e a d ­ 
ings at any one time in any one dav . 
the figures are higher. 
On July 
26/9 4, 
the high h eat m ark was reached at the 
w eather office at D av enpo rt—100 de­ 
grees. 
T ne lowest tem perature of the 
2 » year period came in th a t cool July 
of 1S9 1, and the lowest point 
reached 
was on the 9 th —49 degrees. 


T h e m o nth's rainfall has v aried from 
4 i hundredths of an inch in 1886 to 9 .36 
inches in 1875; 
the av erage for the 
2 1 years has bean 3.66 inches. 
But the 
biggest July rainfall in 24 hours ended 
at ' a, m. on the 14th in ls89 , when the 
fall was ->.is inches. 
T he mo nth giv es 
us an a v e rage of fiv e cloudy days, be­ 
ing in this quite different from No v em ­ 
ber. 
But th e re are clouds in the sky, 
perhaps not eno ugh to warrant 
dis­ 
c arding a sun umbrella, 14 o ther days 
in the mo nth, leav ing us (or inflicting 
us with) twelv e perfectly clear days, 
when the sun is giv en a chance.
